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SUSPENSION OF ACTION 



This is in response to the paper entitled "Request for Suspension of Action" which is being 
treated as a petition under 37 CFR 1.103, filed January 13, 2006, to suspend prosecution of the 
above identified application for three months. 

Applicants seek suspension of prosecution in this application for a period of three months in 
view of a new examiner being assigned to the application and desire for an interview. 

DISCUSSION 

(a) Suspension for cause . On request of the applicant, the Office may grant a suspension of action by the 
Office under this paragraph for good and sufficient cause. The Office will not suspend action if a reply by 
applicant to an Office action is outstanding. Any petition for suspension of action under this paragraph 
must specify a period of suspension not exceeding six months. Any petition for suspension of action under 
this paragraph must also include: 

(1) A showing of good and sufficient cause for suspension of action; and 

(2) The fee set forth in § 1.17(g), unless such cause is the fault of the Office. 

Applicant requests suspension of action in order to conduct a personal interview with a newly 
assigned examiner. It is noted that an amendment and response to the last Office action was filed 
concurrently with the petition. Considering that an examiner normally allows some time - a few 
weeks generally- before taking up an amended application for action applicant's request is not 
considered a showing of good and sufficient cause. In addition, it is noted that a personal 
interview was conducted with the examiner on February 22, 2006, making the request for 
suspension moot; 

DECISION 

The petition to suspend action is DISMISSED as moot.
